Telephones for More Policemen. 
About the time the crowd began to gather 
Policeman Kelly, who arrested Curtis when 
Washington pointed him out, arrived and 
prepared to protect the colored man. As the 
crowd grew in size Kelly found himself pow- 
erless to hold it back, and telephoned to the 
Cottage Grove Avenue Station for assist- 
ance. 

Meantime Policemen Raftus and Vail 
came to Kelly's aid, and fighting their way 
to Washington’s door they turned on the 
crowd and with their clubs began to beat 
the would-be lynchers back. They had about 
given up hope of saving Washington's life 
when a patrol wagon with Lieutenant 
O’Brien, Sergeant McCann, and a dozen po- 
licemen dashed up and went to the assistance 
of the three officers. 

By this time the crowd, in which were 
many colored men who have been loud in 
their protests against the lynching of ne- 
groes in the South, was in an angry mood, 
and the 2 tall back and move on 
were only obeyed when they were enforced 
by sharp raps from the policemen’s clubs. 
This method proved effective, and the crowd 
was finally driven back on either side of | 
Washington's door. 

Then the patrol wagon was backed up to 
the curb and Washington, surrounded by 
policemen, was hustled from his house 
across the sidewalk and into the wagon. 

As the wagon started to drive away the 
crowd realized that it had been cheated 
of its prey, and made a dash for the vehicle, 
shouting that he be taken away frum the 
police.

Jury in Judge Brentano’s Court Finds 
3 ‘Public Guardian Not Guilty on 


William 8. Young, public guardian under 
Governor John P. Altgeld, was acquitted 
yesterday of the first of five indictments 
against him for alleged embezzlement of 
funds of his wards.

Police Spoil the Sport of Small Boys— 
_ Offenders Set Free on Suspension 
of Sentence.

James J. McFarlan, postmaster at Clyde, 
Kas., previous to April 17, 1898, was arrested 
at his residence, 554 North Clark street, yes- 
terday afternoon by Deputy United States 
Marshal E. H. Pederson, with the 
embezzlement of $465 government funds. 
He recently was indicted by a grand jury at 

Kas. The prisoner, who appears to 
be over 60 years old, says he soon can prove 
his innocence. He thought the

The eggs put in storage this year cost on 
an average 14 cents, including storage 
charges and insurance, and are netting the 
commission houses holding them large 
profits. Last year eggs were 18% and 11 
cents wholesale and 16 cents retail. 

The movement of cold storage eggs from 
the warehouses: to the consumer began dur- 
ing the day. Receipts of eggs from the 
country for several weeks hardly have met 
the daily demand, and a slackening up of 
shipments from the country caused the 
winter supply to be drawn upon. South 
Water street commission men say that they 
look to see prices go to 30 cents a dozen 
before the holidays, and do not believe that 
eggs will sell under present quotations 
until the hens begin to lay next spring. 

It_is that Chicago holds 30 per 
cent. of all the eggs in the country, 
dealers are rejoicing over the prospect of 
dictating prices to New York, Philadelphia, 
and Boston co during the winter.

law under the tuition of Elisha R. Sprague, 
Esq., of the Baltimore bar, but he speedily

Hardy in Paul Pry.” He had previously 
obtained a little experience of acting as 
a member of a Baltimore Thespian club, in 
which Edwin Booth, born in the same year, 
was a leading spirit. On Aug. 28, 1852, he 
appeared at the old Chestnut Street Theater, 
Philadelphia, playing Soto tn Cibber’s fine 
comedy of “She Would and ‘She Would 
Not,” and from that ume he ‘continued for 
many years a career of*stécessful activity 
in the dramatic profession.’ His rise’ was 
rapid. In 1854 he was the leading comedian 
at the Front Street Theater, Baltimore; in 
August, 1855, he assumed the same position 
at the Arch Street Theater, Philadelphia; 
in June, 1858, he became one of the lessees 
and managers of the Arch in association 


with William Wheatley; and soon after that | 


time he took the place of a star actor in 
comedy—a place which he has ever since 
held with constantly increasing reputation 
and with dignity and hoer:

Mr. Clarke’s first 8 in Ne York 
was made at the old Metropolita: eater— 
afterward called the Winter Garden—on 
May 15, 1855, as Dickory in The Spectre 
Bridegroom,” but it was not until he came 


again, in 1861-62, to the same theater that 


he made a conspicuous mark and created 
a deep sensation in the public mind. At 
that time he acted De Boots, Toodle, and 
Farmer Aghfield, and such a conservative 
judge as the late George William Curtis 
then hailed him as “ by far the finest artist 
that has been seen upon th boards since 
Rachel.“ [That great French actress had 
played her last American engagement at 
the Metropolitan.] In 1863 Mr. Clarke, who, 
in the meantime—April 28, 1850—had mar- 
ried Edwin Booth’s eldest sister, Asia Booth, 
became associated with Edwin Booth in the 
management of the Winter Garden Theater, 


and about the same time he leased the old 


Walnut in Philadelphia, and bought an in- 
terest in the Boston Theater (1866). The 
Winter Garden was burned down in 1867, 
but Mr. Clarke had previously sold his share 
in it to Edwin Booth. In 1867 he went to 
London, appearing at the St. James’ Theater 
as Major De Boots, and he gained immediate 
success and a brilliant reputation. He then 
established his home in Engiand, where he 
has ever since dwelt. In 1870 he reappeared 
in New York at Booth’s Theater, and there- 
after made an American tour, but in the 
next year he returned to London. At vari- 
ous times in that city he has figured as 
a manager. He opened the Charing Cross 
‘Theater in 1872, leased the Haymarket in 
187T-’78, and long conducted the Strand. 


At the beginning Mr. Clarke wished to 
play tragedy, but he soon discovered his 
true bent, and throughout his life he was 
faithful to the comic muse, and by her he 
was abundantly rewarded. His most char- 
acteristic impersonations were those of 
Major De Boots, Salem Scudder, Jack Gos- 
ling in Fox and Goose,” Paul Pry, Bab- 
ington Jones in “ Among the Breakers,” 
Dr. Pangloss, Mr. JToodle, Dr. Ollapod, 
Acres, Phineas ettiephogge in “ The

plays, among others, of Anne Boleyn,” 
by Tom Taylor; ‘‘ Married in Haste” and 
Conscience Money,” by H. J. Byron; El- 
len,“ by W. G. Wills; and Dan’! Druce 
and Engaged,“ by W. S. Gilbert. He is 
especially well remembered in the character 
of Major Wellington De Boots in “ Every- 
body’s Friend,” afterward renamed “A 
Widow Hunt,“ a part that he acted upward 
‘of 250 times in New York and more than 
1,000 times in America, before he presented 
it in England.

The acting of John S. Clarke was sincere; 
it was urged by a clear, firm, propulsive 
purpose; it was original in character; and 
it was compact and pointed in style. The 
power that Clarke exercised to please and 
captivate, to stimulate laughter and inspire 
affectionate liking may, doubtless, be as- 
scribed to temperament. He was a humor- 
ist. Life struck his mind at the comic an- 
gle, and his constitutional methods of re- 
sponse to its influence were either drolly 
playful or downright comic. Yet, as an 
artist, he left nothing to chance, and the 
first implications of his acting were deep 
feeling and strong thought. There was no 
heedless, accidental quality in his art. There 
was neither hesitation, nor uncertainty, nor 
excess, nor error. The spectator was not 
wearied by inefficiency, nor vexed by vain 
pretension. The spring of victory in his 
acting was the perfect control that he ex- 
ercised over his powers—his complete under- 
standing of himself, his minute and thor- 
ough perception of cause and effect in stage 
art, and his consummate skill in deducing 
the one from the other. Wealth and variety 
of pathos and spirituality were not implied 
by his personations—although, indeed, there 
was pathos in his acting of Bob Tyke—but 
they were richly fraught with original char- 
acter, drollery, intense earnestness, clear 
meaning distinctly revealed and unerringly 
projected, and the unity of texture and 
symmetry of form that should characterize 
a dramatic ideal thoroughly fashioned and 
adequately expressed. When Clarke came 
upon the stage in an assumed character he 
filled it to the utmost, and he never 
out of it. His method ‘was, in all things, a 
studied one, and though his*ways were in 
all things—or almost aH—groteseque, each 
of his portrayals was distinctly indtvidual. 
De Boots, Toodle, Pangloss, Waddflove, 
Acres, Bob Tyke, and Redmond Tape were 
all different persons. There is a lasting 
power of conquest in the art that under- 
stands itself and goes straight to its pur- 
pose. Clarke made De Boots and Toodle 
and other such eccentric characters natural 
and probable human creatures, rather than 
figments of a grotesque fancy. As repre- 
sented by him, those a back - 
ground of experience and the Verisimifitude 
of daily life. He was happy in the intro- 
duction of delicate points of business, which 
served to augment and moré clearly define

his grave, and died there.“ In lacework the 
most delicate threads count—and Clarke’s 
mechanism was always lace.
